Clarification of ‘In Progress Grades‘ Policy. 


Decisions taken by the Board of Graduate Studies last year mean 
that I.P. grades may only be carried for three months (i.e. until 
]_ August) in courses which began in the current academic year. 
The previous limit was twelve months. The three month limit does 
not apply to MA original essays, or to theses at the MA or 
doctoral levels, where the permissible 1.P. limits may be co- 
terminus with the duration of the student’s degree programme, 
subject to agreement of the instructor and graduate director.
